Passage of the profiteering. bill was 
followed immediately by considera- 
tion of the fact-finding commission 
medsure but final action on it was 
deferred by a sudden and at times 
heated debate over provisions which 
would direct the commission to study 
the question of nationalization of the 
mines, along with other phases of the 
industry. 

The commission bill was amended 
to direct the agency to make a sep- 
arate investigation of the anthracite 
industry and to inquire into any “or- 
ganized relationships” between min- 
ers and operators, if they exist. The 
change whs a direct result of the re- 
cent settlement of the anthracite tie 
up. 

Time of Report. 

The commission is ordered to make 
its report on the anthracite inquiry 
not later than July 1 next year, 
which would be one month in ad- 
vance of the expiration of the wage 
contract for that industry. .A report 
on the bituminous study is due, un- 
der the bill, iy five months from’ date 
of passage.

Lamar Starr, who with her 15-year- 
old sister, Valeria, has disappeared 
and for whom a nationwide search 
now, is in progress. 

Graham, whose wife says she will 
sue for divorce, continues firmly to 
deny that he is in any way responsi- 
ble for the disappearance of the two 
girls, but he freely discussed inci- 
dents that took place during the few 
days he was in Macon prior to the 
girls’ departure. He told of clandes- 


tine meetings with Mrs. Starr, but 
says he did not know she was mar- 


ried. 

Their acquaintance began on Fri- 
day, August 25, and ended four days 
later at midnight on that Tugsday 
when the two girls mysteriously left 
Macon, Graham declared. 


“The last I saw of Camille she was 
standing on a corner about tw6 
blocks from her home around twelve 
o'clock Tuesday night,” he said, rub- 
bing a well manicured hand over a 
blond pompadour. ‘“‘We had _ been 
riding for three or four hours, and I 
left her on the corner because she did 
not want her grandmother to know 
that she had been out with me.” 

“Immediately ‘after leaving her I 
pwent to the Dempsey, packed my 
“baggage, and headed for Dublin with 
another-_traveling man. I _ reached 
there on Wednesday morning and 
can account for my every move from 
then until I was arrested in Jackson- 
ville Tuesday afternoon.” 

Graham is what any woman would 
term a handsome man. He is tall 
with broad shoulders and clear-cut 
features. He has .white, even teeth, 
large, grayish eyes, and a fair com- 
plexion. As he talks he smiled 
whimsically.

Visited Her Home. 

“Sunday afternoon I went to her 

home and met her grandmother, Mrs. 
Jack Lamar, No, that is wrong,” he 
said, breaking off and flipping the 
ashes off hig cigarette. “I did not 
see her at all Sunday. It was Sat- 
urday afternoon that I met her grand- 
mother. : 
“On Monday I went to the house 
and spent several hours and met Ca- 
mille’s little sister. I do not know 
whether she was the Valeria Lamar 
that is missing now or not. I under- 
stand there are several sisters. Aft- 
er Monday I did not see her again 
until she phoned for me. 

“Tuesday afternoon she phoned the 
Dempsey and: asked me to meet her 
on a downtown corner a few blocks 
from the hotel. I do not know what 
cqrner now because I]’m not familiar 
with Macon streets. I met her and 
we went to ride. She told me that 
she had come down town shopping 
and had given out.of money. 

Accepted Camille’s Ring. 

“She asked me for $25. I gave 
it to her and she handed me her ring 
in exchange.‘ I told her I did not 
want it, but she insisted on my tak- 
ing it. I made a date with her then 
for that night. She told me to meet 
her at the Lanier High school as her 
grandmother was suspicious of me 
and did not want me to come to the 
house.

“By the Sherman act of July 2, 1890, 
congress declared to be illegal every 
combination or ne yi in restraint 
of trade or commercé among the sever- 
al states, and made it the duty of the 
attorney general to institute proceed- 
ing in equity to prevent and restrain 
such violations. While any man may 
lawfully stop working at w ill, he may 
not conspire with others to do 601 
their joint action will.interfere with 
interstate commerce; ahd if he does 
quit, while he cannot be required to 
return to work, he can be prevented 
to effectuate the 
conspiracy. 

Inder the foregoing clearly estab- 
lished principles this strike at its in- 
ception could have been enjoined un- 
der the Sherman act, unless this law 
has been changed; and here is where 
There has been 
a loose impression in both lay and pfo- 
fessional minds that later congress:on- 
al legislation, known as the Clayten 
net, forbids injunctions against quit- 
ting work, advising and persuadihg 
others to.do 80, paying strikers bene- 

ete. This ie true in ordinary in- 
dustrial. controversies, . but section 
twenty of that act, the one thus def- 
initely. festricting ‘injonctions, is ex- 
préssly confined to. suits between an 
employer and employees, or between 
employees, or between persons employ- 
ef and’ persons seeking employment, 
and even. thus then only in a case in- 
volving or growing out of a dispute 
concerning therms or. conditions of em- 
ployment. 

“It is too plain for argument that 
the above provision of the Clayton act 
does not ‘apply to or affect an injune- 
tion in @ suit by the United States, 
because the government is not in- 
elnded in the class of liticants which

the statute specifically enumerates, 
and also. because such a suit would 


not.. even finvelve a dispute, since 


the . original dispute between the car- 
riere ahd their employees was settled 
by the ‘decision of the Jabor board. 
“The provisions, then, of the Sher- 
man act referred to above remain in 
full force, and the courts still have 
the power, in case of a strike like this, 
to enjoin either the initial walkout 
or any subsequent acts or words of 
either officers or members by which 
the continuing conspiracy is main- 
tained. This involves no interference 
with the constitutional rights of the 


if individual, but merely forbids any ac- 


tion in furtherance of a conspiracy, 
which congress has decided is illegal 
and should be enjoined. 

“In discussing a similar question the 
supreme court of the United States, 
in 221 U. 8. 488, said: “To hold that 
restraint of trade under the Sherman 
anti-trust act or under general prin- 
ciples of law could be enjoined, but 
that the means trough which the re 
straint was accomplished could not be 
enjoined, would be to render the law 
impotent.’ There are other provis-

M. M. Parks, state superintendent 
of schools; W. A. Sutton, head of the 
city schools; Dr. Ashby Jones, and

Superintendent Parks spoke of 
American citizenship and the consti- 
tution of the United States.

Sutton spoke of the work in 
citizenship being done in, the public 
schools, and future plans that would 
more thoroughly fit each student for 
the tasks that confront the citizenry 
of America at the conclusion of their

States Lowenstein 
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“Europe is not suffering nearly 80 
dismally as a result of the collapse 
of its industrials as from the lack 
of strength and constructive states- 
manship of its ministries, The peo- 
ple have set themselves to the task 
of reconstruction with an admirable 
ene and will succeed within a rea- 
sonable period, if political policies 
become sufficiently definite and 
stable to oa any encouragement.” 

In these words Frank FE. Lowen- 
stein, president of the Monarch Man- 
ufacturing company and the Norris 
Candy company, summarized the eco- 
nomic and political situation in Eu- 
rope. Mr. Lowenstein returned Tues- 
day from a two months business trip 
to England, France and Switzerland. 

“France has doggedly set herself 
to the task of restoration,” Mr. Low- 
ensttin continued. “This was ob- 
servable in Normandy, Touraine and 
Brittany, each of which I visited by 
nutomobile. The women and old men, 
for there are no young men in 
France, because of the ravages of 
the world war, are exerting every 
atom of strength and industry to re- 
claim the devastated and wasted area. 
Naturally, France, like Belgium. is 
insisting upon the payment of indem- 


Germany. It will ‘hasten the conclu- 
sion of the vast undertaking to which 
France has directed herself. But, 
regardless of whether the indemnity 
is paid. France will succeed—she will 
succeed in time just as she has suc- 
ceeded in reconstruction following all 
her wars.” 

Concerning England. jMr. Lowen- 
stein declared that country apparent- 
lv is seeking a double-barreled bonus. 
She is anxious to have all her uncol- 
lectable debts canceled and. inverse- 
ly, seeks to have the United States 
cancel such debts as she. England, 
is able to pay. 

“It was a deli¢htful trip.” Mr.

men are scattered: throughout the 
country in insane asylums “in prox- 
imity to incurable lunatics,” and he 
advocated the establishment “of a 
hospital in some suitable place, such 
as Washington, where, amid sur- 
roundings of beauty and culture, the 
unfortunate can obtain help and 
restoration.” 

Whether or not the District of 
Columbia offers the most suitable 
site that can be obtained for it, such 
an institution ought to be estab- 
lished, with political or local com- 
munity ambitions set aside, and with 
thought given to no consideration 
other than the welfare of the men 
and the country’s duty to them. 

In many respects the shell-shocked 
boys are the most pitiable of all of 
the casualties of the world war. 

They sacrificed their reason that 
their country might live in honor, 
and they are entitled to everything 
that the government possibly can do 
to help them and contribute to their 
happiness and comfort.

General John J. Pershing, general 
of the armies of the United States, 
who commanded our forces in the 
world war has evineed the greatest 
interest in the Atlanta celebration of 
the great victory at Saint Mihiel, 
where on: September -12-16, 1918, the 
American first army stormed this 
sector and wiped out the dangerous 
German salient which menaced the 
whole allied ‘line. It was the first: 
all-American victory in France, and 
it is a cause particularly dear to 
General Pershing’s heart. 

Those who are familiar with the 
difficulties encountered by our com- 
mander-in-chief in preserving the iden- 
tity of our forces in the world war 
know the brave and successful fight 
General Pershing made to keep Anfer- 
ica’s flag and America’s armies dis- 
tinetive in the allied forces—against 
the counseling of.the greatest: French 
and Britis generals and statesmen. 
Great pressure was brought to bear 
on America to distribute our forces 
among the trained and veteran French 
and British units, but this would 
have meant that America’s forces 
would have been disintegrated and 
swallowed up, and our part in the 
great victory for givilization would 
havé remained in doubt. 

General Pershing held out against 
any such policy and steadfastly re- 
fused to agree to any other course 
than that which permitted America’s 
armies to fight under the American | 
flag. The wisdom of this course has 
been justified beyond argument, 

Wher the almost insurmountabte 
task of reductng the Saint Mihiel a 
ient was allotted to America’s army 
General ‘Pershing realized that the 
test had come. To fail in wiping 
out this great bend in the allied line, 
a position hitherto considered by the 
French and British to be impregnable, 
would mean an incalculable loss of 
prestige to America’s participation 
in the world war, and would almost 
inevitably result in allied insistence 
upon distribution of American forces 
among their units. Therefore, more 
perhaps than any other victory in 
the ‘world war, the. great, glorious 
and crushing triumph of the Amer- 
icangs at Saint Mihiel ities close to 
the general’s heart. It silenced for 
all time any criticism of America’s 
fighting ability and will take its 
place in history as one of the turning, 
points of the war for civilization 

When General Pershing learned of 
the plans of the Atlanta posts of the 
American Legion to celebrate the 
fourth anniversary of this great event 
he immediately wrote to the legion 
assuring them of his whole-hearted 
approval. Unfortunately engagements 
of long standing May prevent General 
Pershing from coming here in\person- 
to witness this celebration but he has 
assured the legion through his aide-de- 
camp that he will do so if possible, 
and that in any event he will address 
the people, of Atlanfa over the radio 
on this day if atrangements ‘can he 
nerfected to this end.

quantities of urea, ammonia, uric 
acid, amino-acid, creatinin, chlorides, 
phosphates and sulphates, excrefed in 
the sweat were insignificant, there 
was a belief that the skin could or 
would vicariously take up the work 
of the kidneys, and sweat-baths of 
various kinds were much employed in 
the treatment of diseases in which the 
kidney function was much impaired. 
Now we know better and the sweat- 
bath treatment has begn discarded by 
most physicians. : 

In the excretion of just one sub- 
stance is the function of the ‘skin at 


_all comparable with that of the kid- 


neys, and that substance is pure wa- 
ter. Ordinarily from five to six“pints 
of water ate excreted as sweat daily. 

The only other substance excreted 
by the skin in anything like the quan- 
tity excreted by the ae is com- 
mon salt. Of this there i inarily 
excreted through the kidneys. about 13 
grams (less than half an ounce) daily 
and through’ the skin about two grams 
(one-half teaspoonful) daily. 

Sweat may be alkaline, ‘neutral or 
acid, but it is usually slightly acid. 
The acid character is due to -admix- 
ture with the sebaceous or oily secre- 
tion of the skin. 

Sweat is not only one of the na- 
tural provisions for body cooling 
{about 15 per centum of the heat of 
the body is removed by evaporation 
of the sweat), but it is a natural pro- 
vision for cleaning the skin. Of course 
it is not the sweating which accom- 
panies. hard work or play that re- 
moves poisonous .waste matter from 
the blood. or the body. That is not 
the explanation for the wholesome or 
healthful effect of exercise, as many 
imagine. The benefit from exercise 
is due to’ increased absorption of oxy- 
gen in the body—burning up or con- 
suming the toxic or injurious waste 
matters. The increased sweating is a 
good indicator of this increased com- 
bustion process, but it is erroneous to 
think that the sweat is carrying out 
any considerable amount of waste mat- 
ter or poison of any kind, for that 
is not true, as we know -from careful 
annlyses of the sweat,. . 

There are unquestionably very good 
“indications” for taking the’ various 
kinds of sweat baths, but getting rid 
of fanciful ,poisonous matter is not 
such an “indication.” ‘ 

As I have said on other occasions, 
you've got to do your own sweating 
if you wish to derive benefit- from 
it. I am speaking now to folks not 
yet in the invalid ctass. 

Sweat washes out the common ducts 
of the sweat and oil (sebaceous) glands 
and the wells of the hair shafts. So 
if you want to’ have a clean, healthy 
skin, don’t be too mice to sweat sweat.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Geneva, Septembér 7.—An_ Irish 
delegation has arrived to seek admis- 
sion to the league of nations. 

Influential delegates attending the 
third assembly of the league say that 
if the Irish parliament adopts tie 
Free State constitution drafted some 
months ago, and Great Britain gives 
her consent, the admission of the 
lrish Free State is quite likely to be 
approved. 

Hungary is encountering more dif- 
ficulty in connection with her ap- 
plication for membership. Serious 
objections were raised to Hungary’s 
admission when the question was tak- 
en up by the subcommission. Repre- 
sentatives of the little entente de- 
manded guarantees against the return 
of the Hapsburgs and charges were 
made that the disarmament clauses 
of the league covenant had not been 
complied with. 

Lord Robert Cecil, head of the 
league’s disamament commission, an- 
nounced during a press interview that 
he may personally go to the United 
States later in support of his proj- 
ect for: worldwide disarmament. 

“The league will never be able to 
effect world disarmament until Ger- 
many and Russia are members and 
adhere to the covenant along with the 
other nations,” Lord Robert said. 
“Nevertheless the assembly probably 
will be able to establish a general 
basis on which disarmament will be 

ossible. I may personally go to the 

wie States later in support of my

FORMER GOVERNOR 


OF ALABAMA DEAD 


Birmingham, Ala., September 7.— 
Former Governor Emmet O'Neal died 
here this morning at 5:45 o’clock aft- 
er several weeks illness. He suffered 
a stroke of paralysis at Battle Creek, 
Mich., where he was undergoing treat- 
ment ‘six weeks ago. He partially re- 
covered and was removed to his home 


ere, 

Mr. O’Neal, regatded as one of the 
state’s ablest lawyers, had been active- 
ly identified with Alabama’s political 
and industrial history since his early 
manhod, Te served as governor from 
1911 to 1915 and had held other high 
offices in the state. 

He was born at Florence, Alabama, 
September 23, 1553, the son of former 
Governor Edward A. O'Neal. He mar- 
ried Lizzie Kirkman, of Florence in 
1873. The widow and two children, 
Kirkland O'Neal and Miss Olivia 
’Neal, of Birmingham survive, 

Since 1917 Mr. O’Neal had been ref- 
eree in bankruptcy form the northern 
district of Alabama. He was presi- 
dent of the Alabama Muscle Shoals 
association, an organization to which 
he devoted much time during the last 
year, 

Mr. O’Neal was regarded an author- 
ity in constitutional law, a subject up- 
on which he had produced extensive 
writings. He was a former member 
of the general council of the American 
Bar assuciation and a former vice- 
president of that body. 

He was chairman of the Alabama 
delegation at the national democratic 
convention at Baltimore in 1902 when 
Woodrow Wilson was nominated for

Efficient amplification, that is, amplification which secures the maxi- 
mum increase in signal strength, without distortion, is secured only when 
the elements of the amplifying circuit are so mechanically arranged, elec- 
trically connected and properly adjusted, as to conform to the critical 
values necessary for magnifying the incoming signal.

anying diagram shows a typical arrangement embodying 
ree stages of audio-frequency amplification and includes 


several important features which may be used to illustrate certain valuable 
points necessary for satisfactory operation. 

In the detector circuit, the use of the grid condenser increases the 
sensitiveness of the circuit and greatly improves the rectifying action, as 


‘owing to the addition of this condenser the incoming signals always cause 


a decrease in the average value of the plate current regardless of whether 
the normal value of the plate current is located on the straight or curved 


portions of the characteristic curve. 


It will be recalled that the characteristic curve, which shows the re- 
lation existing between various values of grid voltage and the correspond- 
ing values of plate current, has the shape of an elongated letter “S” and 
that with no grid condenser it is necessary to use either the upper or lower 


curved portions of the characteristic 
The insertion of the grid condenser, 


curve to secure proper rectification.

of permitting rectification on any portion of the characteristic curve.

In the first and second stages of amplification, it will be noted that 
in order to prevent distortion of the input. voltage, the grid in each of 
these two stages is maintained at a constant, small, negative, potenial by 
inserting a variable resistance of approximately three ohnts in the filament

By adjustment of the sliding contact, the proper value of grid 


bias potential is obtained, this value depending upon the variation of the 


impressed grid voltage. 


The third stage of amplification utilizes the valuable features of the 
“push-pull” circuit, which employs two tubes connected in the same man- 
ner as a Single voltage variations, owing to the fact that the input voltage 
is divided equally between the two tubes. “By this method of connection, 
input voltage variations may be used which have twice the magnitude al- 
lowable with a single tube and the resulting output is consequently greatly

ORDERS ARREST ,
